© president's yacht, convoyed by 
@estroyers, reached the flagship 
Wyoming, the first in line, the president’s 
saiute of twenty-one guns boomed across 
the water and reverberated back and 
forth between the palisades and New 
York’s skyscrapers. Each battleship as 
the Mayflower passed thundered a similar 
salute. 

The Mayflower was followed by the dis- 
patch boat Dolphin, carrying Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt; the 
yacht Iris of the commerce department, 
the Yankton as press boat, the Dixie with 
the wives and friends of navy officers 
aboard, and a municipal ferryboat for 
the city board of aldermen. Their bands 
saluted each battleship with the playing 
of The Star Spangled Banner,” which 
bands returned. 

President Wilson kept up a constant 
stream of questions to those about him. 
He asked about the armament and 
of each ship and often expressed Ti 
pleasure. 


President Bares His Head. 

The frequent playing of the national 
anthem kept the president’s head bare 
during most of the review. Despite the 
mist he refused to keep his hat on. 

“I have too much respect for the fleet 
and the anthem,” he remarked. 

A miniature boat called the Suffrage,” 
hanging on the Michigan, which later ap- 
peared in a water carnival tonight, at- 
tracted the president's attention, but he 
only smiled. 

The president remained aboard the 
yacht after it had again cast anchor, and 
at 7:30 was taken in a navy launch to 
the flagship Wyoming, where, as a dinner 
guest of Admiral Fletcher and officers of 
the fleet, he delivered a second address. 


Watches Contests at Night.

EW YORK, May 17.—The text of 
the president s address was as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. Mayor, Mr. Seoeretary, Ad- 
miral Fletcher, and Gentlemen of 
the Fleet: This is not an occasion upon 
which, it seems to me, that it would be 
Wise for me to make many remarks, but 
I would@eprive myself of a great gratifi- 
cation if I did not express my pleasure 
at being here my gratitude for the splen- 
did reception which has been accorded me 
as the representative of the nation, and 
my profound interest in the navy of the 
United States. 

This is an interest with which I was 
apparently born, for it began when I was 
@ youngster and has ripened with my 
knowledge of the affairs and policies of 
the United States. I think it is a natural, 
instructive judgment of the people of the 
United States that they may express their 
power appropriately in an efficient navy, 
and their interest is partly, I believe, be- 
cause that navy somehow is expected to 
express their character, not within our 
own borders, where that character is un- 
derstood, but outside our borders, where 
it le hoped’ we may occasionally touch 
others with some slight vision of what 
America stands for. 


— 

But before I speak of the navy of the 
Urited States I want to take advantage 
of the first public opportunity I have had 
to speak of the secretary of navy, to 
express my confidence and my admiration 
and to say that he has my ufiqualified sup- 
port, for I have counseled with him in in- 
timate fashion. I know how sincerely he 
has it at heart that, everything that the 
navy does and handles should be done and 
handied as the people of the United States 
wish them handled—because efficiency is 
something more than organization. 

** Efficiency runs into every well consid- 
ered detail of personnel and method. Ef- 
ficlency runs to the extent of lifting the 
ideal of a service above every personal 
Interest. So that when I speak my sup- 
p@t of the secretary of the navy I am 
merely speaking my support of what I 
know every true lover of the navy to de- 
sire and to propose; for the navy of the 
United States is a body specially trusted 

with the ideal of America. 

— ‘ 

„ like to image in my thoughts this 
deal. These quiet ships, lying in the 
river, have no suggestion of bluster about 
them — no intimation of aggression. 
They are commanded by men thoughtful 
of the duty of citizens as well as the duty 
of officers—men acquainted with the tra- 
ditions of the great service to which they 
belong—men who know by touch with the 
people of the United States what sort of 
purpose they ought to entertain and what 
sort of discretion they ought to exercise 
in order to use those engines of force as 
engines to promote the interests of hu- 
manity. 

“For the interesting and inspiring 
thing about America is that she asks 
nothing for herself except what she has 
a right to ask for humanity itself. We 
want no mation’s property, we wish to 
question no nation’s honor, we wish to 
stand selfishly in the way of no nation; 
we want nothing that we cannot get by 
our own legitimate enterprise and by the 
inspiration of our own example; and, 
standing for these things, it is not pre-

privileged to stand for what every nation 
would wish to stand for and speaking 
for those things which all humanity 
must desire.

“When I think of the fag which those 
ships carry, the only touch of color about 
them, the only thing that moves as if it 
had a settled spirit in it, in their solid 


nate strips of parchment upon which 
are written the right of liberty and jus- 
tice and strips of blood spilled to vindi- 
cate those rights, and then, in the corner, 
a prediction of the blue serene into 
which every nation may swim which 
stands for these great things. 

The mission of America ts the only 
thing that a sailor or soldier should think 
about; he has nothing to do with the 
formulation of her policies; he is to sup- 
port her policy, whatever it is—but he is 
to support her policy in the spirit of her- 
self, aud the strength of our policy is 
that we, who for the time being admin- 
ister the affairs of this nation, do not 
originate her spirit; we attempt to em- 
body it; we attempt to realize it in action; 
we are dominated by it; we do not dic- 
ta te it.

And so with every man in arms who 
serves the nation; he stands and waits 
to do the things which the nation de- 
sires. America sometimes seems, per- 
haps, to forget her program—or, rather, 
I will say that sometimes those who rep- 
resent her seem to forget her program. 
But the people never forget them. It is 
as startling as it is touching to see how, 
whenever you touch a principle, you touch 
the hearts of the people of the United 
States. They listen to your debates or 
policy, they determine which party they 
will prefer to power, they choose and 
prefer as ordinary men; but their real 
affection, their real force, their real irre- 
sistible momentum is for theideals which 
men embody. 

“I never go on the streets of a great 
city without feeling that somehow I do 
not confer elsewhere than on the streets 
with the great spirit of the people them- 
selves, going about their business, at- 
tending to the things which concern them, 
and yet carrying a treasure at their 
hearts all the while, ready to be stirred 
not only as individuals but as members 
of a great union of hearts that consti- 
tutes a patriotic people.

“ And eo this sight in the river touches 
me merely as a symbol of that, and it 
quickens the pulse of every man who 
realizes these things to 75 pene: to 
do with them. When ae occurs in 
this country it is as if you put your hand 
on the pulse of a dynamo; it is as if the 
things which you were in connection with 


to do with them, except if you listen truly 
to speak the things that you hear. 
These things now. brood over the 
river; this spirit now moves with the men 
who represeft the nation in the navy; 
these things’ will move upon the waters 
in the maneuvers; no threat lifted against 
any man, against any nation, against any 
interest, but just a great solemn evidence 
that the force of America is the force 
of moral principle; that there is not any- 
thing else that she loves and that there

ALLIED ATTACKS 


DRIVE THE ENEMY 
BACK OVER YSER 


British Troops Carry All the 
Trenches on Long Front to 
North of La Basses. 


i — 
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LONDON, May 11 rne French and 
British armies which for two weeks have 
been beating off terrific German attacks 
have resuméd the offensive and have 
made big gains at many points. 

In Belgium the Germans have evacu- 
ated all their positions to the west of the 
Yser canal and at several points the 
French have gained a strong footing on 
the east bank. This is admitted in the 
official report in Berlin. 

North of La Bassee the British army is 
continuing to gain, and all the German 
trenches on a front of two miles have 
been captured, together with a number 
of prisoners. 


Fighting Near La Bassee. 


Field Marshal Sir John French de- ö 


scribes the British operations in the fol- 
lowing report: 

“The first army has gained further 
successes south of Richebourg-L’Avoue 
and all the German trenches on a front of 
two miles were captured. 

“This morning several bodies of Ger- 
mans surrend voluntarily to our 
troops, who continue to fight with great 
gallantry and determination. One of those 
bodies, while trying to surrender, was 
caught by German artillery fire and prac- 
tically annihilated. 

The exact number of prisoners has 
not been ascertained, but 550 have been 
cleared to the lines of communication.” 


Tells of French Gains. 

A detailed report issued in Paris to- 
night says: 

“In Belgium the enemy, threatened 
by our successful attacks of the preced- 
ing days with a complete envelopment, 
evacuated last night the positions which 
he had occupied to the west of the Yser 
canal. We have, on our part, maintained 
all our gains on the east bank. 

In the region of Het Sas we occupied 
a house strongly defended by the enemy, 
and on the east bank of the canal we 
took possession ot the first German line, 
making at the same time 145 prisoners 
and capturing four machine guns. A 
counter attack on the part of the enemy 
was a complete failure. 

“To the north of Arras the struggle 
continues very actively, on the slopes of 
Lorette especially. There we have re- 
pulsed all the German counter attacks. 


Repulse German Attack. 

“At Ville-au-Bois, near Berry-au-Bac, 
the enemy made an attack on our 
trenches, which was immediately arrest- 
ed. The number of unwounded prison- 
ers taken by us on Sunday in the affair 
at VIlle-sur-Tourbe was 350, besides fifty 
wounded, * 

„This morning, at break of day, we 
carried out an attack in the Ailly wood, 
occupying several German works; we 
also took three machine guns and 250 
prisoners, among whom were several of- 
ficers. 

“In the outskirts of the forest of Le 
Prette two German battalions made three 
attempts.to sortie from their trenches, 
but our fire held them up short. 

“On the Oise, near Bailly, the Ger- 
mans, undoubtedly in an effort to in- 
fluence our sharpshooters, displayed in 
front of our lines a Turkish flag, a green 
background with the crescent. Our 
African troops responded to this provoca- 
tion by rifle fire which brought this flag 
to the ground. A sharpshooter subse- 
quently went out and brought the flag 
back to our Ines.“ 


German Official Report. 

BERLIN, May 17.—German army head- 
quarters today gave out the following 
report: 

North of Ypres and to the west of the 
canal near Steenstraete and Het Sas the 
Germans yesterday gave up their ad- 
vanced positions and, to avoid losses from 
the strong artillery fire of the enemy, they 
drew back their smaller forces to the 
main positions on the eastern bank of the 
canal. 

South of Neuve Chapelle the British 
still hold parts of the front trench taken 
May 15. The fighting continues north of 
Arras. Near Ablain and Neuville French 
attacks were repulsed with very heavy 
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Scene of Fighting Between Allies 
and Germans in Northern France. | 


The tremendous offensive of the allies 
along the western battle line from Ypres 
to Arras has for its objective the recap- 
ture of Lille, held by the Germans since 
the second week of last October. 

Lille has a population of about a quar- 
ter of a million and is the most important 
city in northern France. It is called the 
Manchester of France, and is being

The first drive toward Lille was under- 
taken by the British at Neuve Chapelle, 
and but for a costly mistake and delay in 
obeying orders might bave carried 
through. The English are attacking 
north of the Bethune-La Baese canal and 
the French along the line to the south. 
Important gains have been made, but 
fifteen miles to Lille will only be covered, 
if at all, at the cost of thousands of lives 
and the expenditure of countless rounds 
of shella and ammunition.

Heavy guns om Opicina hill 
have been directed on the city, with a 
threat at bombardment, but apparently 
this has had no effect on the rioters. 

The ammunition magazines at San 
Sabba and Basovizza have been blown up 
under mysterious circumstances, and a 
timber yard in Trieste has been burned. 
The rioters are suspected in both in- 
stances. 


Fight Soldiers and Gendarmes. 

The streets of Trieste, it is said, are 
now filled with barricades, which are 
demolished only with the greatest diffi- 
culty by the soldiers and gendarmes, who 
are subjected to a heavy fire of stones and 
rifles. All the gun shops in Trieste have 
been looted by the rioters. 

The Austrian fleet at Pola has received 
orders to be ready to go to Trieste and co- 
operate with the artillery. Troops have 
been summoned from nearby forts to take 
the place of many nnn who have 
been wounded.

Namara, parliamentary secretary of the 
admiralty, announced in reply to a ques- 
tion in the house of commons today that 
460,628 tons of British shipping other than 
warships had been sunk or captured by 
the German navy since the outbreak of 
the war. 

Mr. MacNamara added: The number 
of persons of all nationalities Killed in 
conmection with these sinkings is ap- 
proximately 1,556. 

“The tonnage of German shipping, not 
warships, sunk or captured by the British 
navy to May 15 is 314,465.

WILSON FOR FIRM ACTION. 

That President Wilson will not assent 
to any proposals intended to “ let Ger- 
many down easy” is Washington's in- 
terpretation of Mr. Wilson's speech in 
New York this afternoon. 

The president’s words were taken to 
mean that when the German reply is re- 
caved it will be measured with the same 
high standards of international conduct 
which were set forth in his note. The 
terms of the president’s speech are re- 
garded as permitting no compromise 
with Germany on the principles which 
this government has undertaken to up- 
hold as they affect the inviolability of 
geatral lives on the high seas. 

Officials accepted the president’s re- 
marks as proof that there is to be no re- 
cession from the high ground taken in 
the note and that Germany will have 
either to meet the demands of the United 
States or let the indictment stand unre- 
futed and be prepared to take the con- 
sequences, whatever they may be.

BERLIN, May 17.—The American note 
to Germany has not been officially given 
The afternoon papers, however, 
print the version of the document as tele- 
graphed here by the Havas Agency. The 
Lokal Anzeiger says: 

“The German government certainly 
will not delay long with the answer re- 
quested, and probably will reply that in 
occupying itself with its ‘sacred duties’ 
it is not to be disturbed from any side. 

That the American government should 
consider the Lusitania as a harmless 
packet boat, without taking notice of thé 
fact that it Was really an auxiliary cruiser 
and an ammunition steamer of the Brit- 
ish navy, appears to us scarcely be- 
lievable.

Bombs Set Zeppelin Afire. 
Three aviators closed in about the Zep- 


pelin, fring at close range. Two others 
tilted into the clouds until they were di- 
rectly over the big dirigible. which sped 
eastward at forty miles an hour. 

The aviators above began dropping 


bombs at the Zeppelin from a height of 
200 feet. One bomb crashed through the 


clouds. The crew of the dirigible quickly 
began throwing out bags of ballast, and 
it rose to a height of 11,000 feet, tail 
downward, and apparently drifting heip- 
‘lessly high in the clouds. 

The commander of the flying corps wire- 
leased the admiralty that he had every 
reason to believe the Zeppelin was so 
badly damaged that it would be unable to 


Zeppelin Wrecked in France. 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from North 
France says: 

For the first time a Zeppelin has been 
brought down on French soil. At mid- 
night two Zeppelins and two Taubes were 
seen coming from the sea toward Calais. 
Scarcely had they time to drop a few 
bombs when they were discovered by 
a searchlight and subjected to a violent 
cannonade. 

“The Zeppelina flew in the direction of 
Boulogne, followed by the two Taubes. 
When passing near Marguaise a battery 
at Cape Griz Nez succeeded in hitting one 
Zeppelin with a shell. The invaders 
turned back at once and passed once more 
near Calais. The damaged Zeppelin was 
unable to reach the German lines and fell 
on the beach at Fort Mandick, about two 
miles from Dunkirk. Forty men on board 
the craft were taken prisonera, among 
them being seven officera. The machine 
was completely wrecked.” 


Zeppelin Bombards Calais. 

CALAIS, May.17.—A Zeppelin airship, 
coming from the channel, fiew over Calais 
last night. It dropped bombs on various 
quarters of the city, killing two children 
and wounding one woman. The property 
damage was slight. 

After its raid the Zeppelin sailed away 
in the direction of the sea. 


German Airship Repels Aeroplane, 

AMSTERDAM, May 17.—The Tele 
graaf’s Sluis correspondent says that a 
Zeppelin fiying along the coast from the 
west was sighted at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing.

Must Storm Many Defenses.

get through to Constantinople. Once the 
fleet is past the Narrows the end has 
come. 

The correspondent: warns against the 
expectation of a speedy triumph. Victo- 
ries leading to decisive results, he points 
out, are no more to be gained easily on 
the peninsula of Gallipoli than in France 
or Belgium. 

* We are fighting a brave and tenacious 
enemy most skillfully led, he continues, 
| „an enemy who has always proved him- 
delt most formidable when driven into a 
corner. He is not going to give in and let 
us through. We must fight for it, and 
war here has become, as in France, a 
question of how many men we can afford 
in the capture of each trench and each 
mile of soil. Victory can only be gained 
by more men and a continuous supply of 
ammunition. 


Tells of Fierce Fighting. 

The writer is convinced that the mere 
fact that the allies landed proved a stag- 
gering blow to the enemy, who had every 
right to suppose that his defenses of the 
‘peninsula were impregnable.”’ 

The correspondent dwells again on the 
superlative qualities shown by the land- 
ing forces on April 25 in face of the ex- 
treme bravery of the Turks and the dread- 
ful ordeal of maintaining without rein- 
forcements their positions for several 
days against the most determined counter 
attacks of the Turks, He remarks thet 
particularly on the night of April 28 the 
Turks pressed the thinly held British 
lines in close order formation after the 
manner of German tactics, hoping by 
weight of numbers to smash their way 
through. But everywhere they were re- 
pulsed. 

Long lines of their dead lay in perfect 
military .formation in front of our 
trenches and that showed the high water- 
mark of their futil efforts.” he continued.

French Regain Lost Ground. 
“This was equally vain, although on 
May 1 the Turks actually captured part 
of the French trenches, which have since 
been recovered.

Tumulty’s Anger, 


New York, May 17.—[{Special.}]—Direct- 
ed by Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, president of 
the political Equality association, two 
suffragists, Miss Florence Harmon and 
Miss Mabel Scofield, an English militant 
who has been arrested several times in 
London, waited all this afternoon to de- 
liver a note to President Wilson.

As one of the women gave Mr. Tumulty 
the letter the other remarked in a sar- 
castic tone: 

“Mr. Wilson is the best little evader 
we know of.” 

The president's secretary turned quick- 
ly on his heel, his face red with sup- 
pressed anger. Handing back the letter 
he said crisply:

The national association deprecates 
the lack of courtesy shown toward the 
president of the United States by a small 
coterie of American suffragists. It is an 
unfortunate complication of English 
methods to the American situation, which 
in no way warrantsthem. The president, 
so far as we know, has never refused to 
receive the woman suffragists of this 
country when properly approached. 

“The attempt to force the president to 
receive this delegation was not made in 
good faith or with any real hope that the 
president would consent.

THE AMENDED PRACTICE ACT. 


There is no better or stronger evidence of the ur- 
gent need of procedural reform than may be found 
im the fact that the new practice act has survived 
ell Qssaults and is up for second reading in the 
house. Since it went back to the committee it has 
been amended in several particulars, but the 
changes have not affected its essential quality as a 
measure of reform, have not lessened its desirability. 
If they have brought new support to the cause of 
court reform all will gladly concur in them. 

Nothing drastic is proposed in the practice act. 
There is nothing in it that old practitioners ba ve 


reason to fear. Better than new graduates of law 


schools do the old lawyers know the gratuitous and 
pointless formalities, the perverted ingenuities, and 
the empty technicalities that render legal procedure 
so complicated and so slow. No experienced lawyer 
is opposed to reform that spells simplification and 
a return to common sense. What he is afraid of is 
new snares and intricacies in place of the old. But 
the pending practice bill has been thoroughly studied 
from this point of view, and it threatens no such 
legal danger. The provision empowering the Su- 
preme court to make rules not fucluded in the 
House bill 872 should receive its second reading 
and be pushed to final passage in both houses in the 
interest of every litigant in Lllinois, in the interest 
of that justice and efficiency which the state consti- 
tution has so long promised to the ear, and, because 


of indifference or routine opposition, has broken to 


the heart.

A NOTABLE “FINANCIAL” 
CONFERENCE. ä 


Pan-American relations have been for years a 
subject of more or less systematic discussion. Con- 
ferences of American répubiics have been held at 
various times, and diplomatic visits have been paid 
for the purpose of establishing closer ties between 


the purpose of promoting trade and commerce. 

But the Pan-American conference that is to open 
at Washington on the 24th of this month will be 
distinctly different from the previous ones, perhaps 
even unique in a sense. It will be a “ financial” 
conference. Trade promotion will be discussed, but 
that will be secondary and incidental. The feature 
of the gathering will be the practical discussion of 
Pan-American finance, credit, and facilities for the 
economic use and development of credit. 

The conference, called under a provision of the 
last consular and diplomatic appropriation act, is 
the outgrowth of what may be called a recent diy. 
covery regarding comme with our southern 
neighbors. The — is responsible for 
the date of the discovery, but it would have been 
made in any case sooner or later. It used to be 
thought that in order to extend trade in markets 
otherwise accessible all we have to do is to ew 
gage more and better salesmen, print and div 
tribute more attractive catalogues, study the wants 
and tastes of the potential customers more closely, 
and organize exhibitions of various kinds. To be 
sure, American manufacturers have not even taken 
such simple and direct measures as these in Latio 
America; they have waited for the trade to come to 
them instead of going for or after the trade. Con- 
sular reports have often enough attacked this passive 


and negative policy, and of late there has been some- 


thing of a change. But today it is realized that 
even intelligent and effective efforts toward trade 
extension and expansion will not answer the whole 
or full purpose. Trade is to a very considerable ex- 
tent a matter of financial and credit facilities, of 
“exchange” quotations, of famiharity with stand- 
ards of value, of loans, accommodations, investments, 
of centers and spheres of financial interest. 

Unless Americans stop to consider and resolve t* 
take the proper financial steps in Latin America not 
even the war, with its dislocations of commerce, will 
enable us to secure our natural share of Latin- 
American commerce. Unless we intrench ourselves 
and organize the requisite financial agencies the 
restoration of peace will be followed by recapture 
of South America by Europe, and even, as many 
fear, by loss of old ground on our part, since we 
may anticipate extraordinary industrial activity be | 
the present belligerents. They will be desperately 
poor, and every old connection will be worked for 
all it is worth—and more. 

The Pan-American financial conference is the 
welcome fruit of this discovery regarding Latin- 
American trade, of the ways and means of keep- 
ing and increasing trade. Leading bankers and 
financiers will attend the gathering, and it rests 
with the business and banking interests of the 
United States to make it a gentine and enduring 
success. Congress and the administration hare 
done their part. Interest, energy, enterprise, and 
efficiency on the part of our captains of industry 
and finafice during and after the conference are 
the things we must depend on to render the event

It is infinitely more difficult to rid a sea 
marsh of mosquitoes than it is to get rid 
of them in an upland district. The rise 
and fall of the tides and the great ex- 
panses of gruss covered marsh with its 
multitude of sluggish ditches create con- 
ditions without parallel in upland work. 
If they can control mosquitoes the people 
of Chicago and vicinity would find their 
work of mosquito extermination child's 
play.

The report from Union county is that 
the mosquito pest is ancient history. 
More than a year ago all the district was 
practically free except a section of north- 
eastern Elizabeth. In 1914 the city of 
Newark undertook to rid that district of 
mosquitoes since they came from a s¢c- 
tion of Newark meadow for which 
Newark, not Elizabeth, was responsible. 

The Union county commission keeps 
three men at work cleaning out ditches 
and draining the salt marsh throughout 
the winter. Barly in March it sets a gang 
at work cleaning out ditches on the salt 
marsh and another gang draining small 
pools in the upland. 

About May 1 the oiling began. About 
2,000 sewer catch basins, stagnant pools 
and ponds, gutters, open cellars, slow run- 
ning streams, open manure pits, drains, 
and other breeding places were oiled once 
every ten days from May 1 to Oct. 1 The 
cleaning of the salt marsh ditches began 
March 16 and was completed on May 20.

RAND DUKE ERNDEST Lors of 
Hesse has recently bestowed the 

2 title of Baroness von Barchfeld 
upon an American woman, Eliza- 

veth Rogers of Washington, D. C. 

If this seven pronged coronet has been 
granted to the former Elizabeth Rogers 
it is by reason of her morganatic mar- 
riage a few months ago in Berlin to 
Prince Christian of Hesse, who visited 
New York three years ago as one of the 
officers of the German squadron that lay 
for a couple of weeks at anchor in the 
Hudson river. 

He has no fortune of his own, being a 
younger son of the late Prince William 
of Hesse-Philippsthal, by his fourth wife. 
The latter, who still survives, was for- 
merly Princess Augustine of Schleswig- 
Holstein, a distant cousim of the German 
empress, Whose sister, Caroline Mathilde, 
is married to Princess Augustine’s 
brother, Duke Frederick of Schleswig- 
Holstein. 

If I enumerate this relationship it le in 
order to correct the error which has been 
made in declaring that Elizabeth Roger's 
husband is a nephew of the German 
empress. ;

The newly created Baroness von Barch- 
feld ig staying, during the absence of her 
husband at the front in France, with his 
widowed mother at the latter’s chateau 
of Rotenburg, near Fulda. This means 
that she is accepted by her husband's 
relatives, although as a morganatic wife 
she will be debarred from court. Any 
children to whom she may give birth will 
be known as Barons and Baronesses 
Barchfeld, but like herself, will ha ve no 
share in their father’s rank and pre- 
rogatives as prince of one of the sovereign 
houses of Europe. 

Let me add that the prince, while in the 
line of succession to the grand ducal 
throne of Hesse, is very remote there- 
from; so remote, indeed, that his chances 
of every becoming ruler of the grand 
duchy may be regarded as infinitesimal.

Romantic indeed was the career which 
has just been brought to a close by the 
death in France as a captain of the South 
Wales Borderers’ regiment of Lord de 
Freyne, fifth peer of his line. Lord de 
Freyne leaves no issue by his marriage, 
which was not in any way a happy one, 
and is succeeded in his honors by his half< 
brother, Francia, who, in spite of his per- 
fect army of brothers and sisters—there 
are about a dozen of them—will be better 
off than was his predecessor. For the 
late lord, prior to his succession to the 
title had deen on bad terms with his 
father, the fourth baron, who had favored 
at his expense all his younger children. 
The late Lord de Freyne was an officer 
of the Royal Fusiliers when he gave 
grave offense to his father by marrying 
in 1902, in defiance of the father’s pro- 
testa, the daughter of a Scotch innkeeper 
in the little Banffshire town of Rothes.

COURT SYSTEM 
_ AS LABOR FOE 


Worker Like a Dwarf Against 
Capitalist Giant, He Tell 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 17.—[Spegial.] 
—“If the courts of this country were a 
prize ring and you led out a dwarf to 
fight a man like Jack Johnson, the crowd 
woulén’t stand for it for one minute. Yet 
it goes on every day in the’courts and is 
stood for. 

Such was the comment of Clarence 8. 
Darrow of Chicago, the country’s most 
widely known labor lawyer, before the 
federal commission on industrial relations 
today. 

Darrow asserted that the workingmen 
of the country have no faith and no hope 
in the courts for the simple reason that 
the courts are built on precedenta created 
by the strong when they defeat the weak. 
In practically all cases in which they are 
interested the laboring men are the weak, 
according to Mr Darrow, and consequent- 
ly they have no chance today at all. 


Acvocates Courts of Fact. 

Asked whet he would do to correct mat- 
ters, he said he would establish courts 
of fact and not of law, where cases could 
be tried without lawyers, and where jus- 
tice could be rendered quickly. . 

Derrow's statement was a tremencous 
arraignment of the present judicial sys- 
tem. It was filled with caustic cynicism.
